Orleans are in the U. S. 
The C arni­ 
val i< a great fair and fiesta. 
The 
main objects of this Fair were 
the 
most complete ami detailed exposi­ 
tion of Phillippine products -scienti­ 
fic. artistic, 
agricultural, industrial, 
commercial, scholastic and 
economic. 
Everything was offered to the eyes 
of the world for the true appreciation 
of the wealth of this country. 
L>cal 
interest in m aking this the greatest 
Carnival centered on the fact 
th at 
this celebration marked 
the 
four 
hundredth celebration 
of 
the 
Dis­ 
covery of 
the Philippines 
by 
that 
great navigator Fernando de Magal- 
lanes, who, after a most turbulent 
and eventful voyage across the broad 
expanse of two oceans, landed on one 
of these faraw ay Isles, and planted 
the Cross and the flag of Spain, thus 
blazing the trial for the other intre­ 
pid Castilian conquerors who follow­ 
ed in his wake, bearing the torch of 
W estern civilization. 
The fact 
th at 
Magellan sacrificed his life in 
this 
country in 1521, and that 
these peo­ 
ple have so em inently done honor to 
his m emory in the M agallanes C arni­ 
val convinces me that mayfoe some of 
the homefolks will be interested in a 
repetition of the story of the 
discov­ 
ery of this outpost 
of the 
United 
States, 
Several motives are assigned to the 
discovery of the Philippines by F e r­ 
dinand M agellan, am ong which 
are 
the religious, the political and 
the 
economic. 
A uthorities differ as 
to 
the relative im portance of each 
of 
these motives, but I am convinced 
that the last named is the m ost fun­ 
dam ental. 
It will be rem em bered th a t 
the es­ 
tablishm ent of the 
O ttom an Em pire 
in Asia Minor in the 14th century 
and the fall of Constantinople 
in 
1453 resulted in the closing of 
the 
old established trade routes between 
Europe ami Asia, thereby rendering 
commercial intercourse between 
the 
two next to impossible. 
Inasm uch as 
there was, then an ever 
increasing 
demand in Europe for the commodi­ 
ties of the F a r E ast, especilaly spices, 
great anxiety was felt over the par 
alyzation of 
commerce. 
A demand 
for the discovery 
of 
othenr 
trade 
routes to the “ land of spices.” there 
fore, arose. 
The age of discovery which began 
in the days of Prince Henry, the N av­ 
igator. and extended into 
the 
be­ 
ginning of m odem history is really a 
result of the various attem pts made 
by European navigators to find 
an 
“outside route” to the Indies. 
Thus, 
under the patronage of Portugal, sail 
ors scoureel the coasts of the Dark 
Continent until finally one Bartholo 
mew Diaz succeeded in rounding the 
Cape of Good Hope. 
A nother P ortu­ 
guese, Vasco De Gam a, in 1498, bold 
ly plunged into the unknown 
seas 
beyond the Cape of Good Hope and 
succeeded in sailing to Kalikot (Cal­ 
cu tta). 
In reality, the voyage 
of 
C hristopher Columbus, which result 
ed in the discovery of America 
in 
1492, was also an attem pt to 
dis­ 
cover, via the W est, a trade route to 
the Indies. 
The voyage of M agellan, 
whic hdisclosed to the world a con­ 
tinent, and a hitherto unknown ocean, 
was like-wise another attem pt to find 
a new way to the “lands of spices 
Fernando de M agallanes was born 
in Sabrosa, province of Traz-os-M on- 
tes, Portugal, in 1480. 
He belonged 
to the fourth order 
of Portuguese 
nobility, or “hidalgos 
de 
Cota 
de 
arm as” 
(gentlem en 
of 
a 
coat 
of 
arm s), and he brought up as a page 
in the court of Queen Leonor, eon- 
sort to King Joao II, surnam ed 
the 
Perfect. 
It is the common concensus 
of opinion that Magellan, while in 
the court, had occasion to study astro­ 
nomy and navigation. 
The idea of discovering a passage 
to the E ast via the W est was not or­ 
iginal 
with 
M agellan. 
N either did 
he become convinced of its feasibility 
over night. 
Magellan inherited the 
experience of Columbus and he had 
some rich experiences of his own as 
a sailor in India (1508), in Cochin 
China (1509) 
and 
in the Moluccas 
(1511), which convinced him th at the 
plan was logical, though fraught with 
unknown dangers. 
In 1517, he went to Valladolid 
to 
with the Portuguese monarch, so he 
renounced his nationality and repair 
ed to the court of Spain where he 
was but coldly received. 
But fortu 
rvately for the world iri general, the 
great 
navigator 
did 
not allow 
K ing’s whims to chill his stupendous 
plan. G reat ideas, such as his, shoulci 
be above princes and nations. 
In 1517Jie w ent to Valladolid

Holy Roman Em peror, King of Spain 
Liege Lord of the Germ an Princes 
and Ruler of

Charles was the grandson of Ferdin 
and of Leon and Isabella of Castile 


nd A rgon, who sent out Columbus, 
and he was the father of Philip 
the 
Second, for whom these Island were 
afterw ards names). 
W ith the help of 
Juan de A randa, an official 
in 
*he 
India House at Sevilla, and of Diogo 
de Barbosa, whose charm ing «laugh­ 
ter, Beatrice, later became Mrs. Ma­ 
gellan, he succeeded in gaining 
the 
ear of the priestly courtier, Juan 
Rodrigu«*z de Fonseca, who introduc- 
ed him to the great Emperor. 
“ Ma­ 
gellan pnJposed to 
search for 
the 
Spice I islands of t he E ast In«lies by 
the W est; for th a t purpose he hoped 
to discover a strait at the extrem e 
south of South America, ami is said 
to have declared him self read to sail 
southw ards to 75 degrees to realize 
his project.’ 
Though the King 
at 
first hesitated, he finally approved of 
the plan and preparations were has­ 
tened w ith the able aid of the astron­ 
omer, Ruy Falerio. and the enthusias­ 
tic financial assistance 
of the m er­ 
chant, C hristopher de Haro. 
The preparation of ships ami 
the 
enlistm ent of crews took stune tim e; 
when com pleted, »here were five well 
equipped vessels, named the Trinidad 
(flagship), the Santonio, the Concepc­ 
ion, the Santiago and the Victoria. 
This fleet was calculated to carry two 
hundred thirty-five sailors, but 
the 
expedition really started with about 
two hundred eighty men, represent­ 
ing six nationalities. 
Sueh was the 
expedition which Magellan was 
to 
command and which, on August 10, 
1519, set sail down th«» Guatlalquifer 
from Sevilla, am idst 
the 
discharges 
of “ many pieces of artillery.” 
B riefly 
speaking, 
the 
expedition 
called a t tbe C anaries, coasted along 
South Am erica, found the strait which 
bears the nam e of the illustrious ad­ 
m iral, and issued into the Pacific. The 
little fleet now consisted of only three 
essels due to the wrecking of 
the 
Santiago and the desertion of the San 
Antonio, but they bravely headed in­ 
to the unknown wastes 
of the vast 
ocean, fdund the Ladrones and finally 
the Philippines on March 16, 1521. 
The voyage, simple though it may 
seem a t present, caused Magellan and 
his lieutenants many untold anxieites 
and tribulations, and took the lives 
of m any of the brave men who sailed 
under them . Thus, the expedition was 
still sailing 
southw ards along 
the 
coast of w estern Africa, when it was 
overtaken by strong 
winds. 
“Con­ 
tra ry to the opinion of the ancients”, 
P ig afetta says, 
“before 
we reached 
the 
line 
(equator) 
many furious 
squalls of wind awl currents of wa­ 
ter struck us head-on in 14 «legrees. 
As we cotild not advance, and in or­ 
der th a t the 
ships 
m ight not 
be 
wrecked, all the sails were struck; 
and in this m anner «lid we wander 
hither and yon on the sea, waiting 
for the tem pest to cease, for it was 
very furious.” 
It w as not only the fury of the ele­ 
m ents th a t M agellan had to meet, for 
in his m otley crew there were men 
whose loyalty for him was only skin- 
tleep. 
These treacherous cut-throats 
plotted against 
the expedition 
and 
against the life of the com m ander to 
the extent th at, in the port of 
St. 
Julian, S. A., a form idable 
m utiny 
rose (ami which nearly ended 
the 
voyage most disastrously. 
The m ut­ 
ineers seized three of the five ships, 
and it was only by the extraordinary 
daring ami bravery of Magellan that 
the m utiny was suppressed and the 
journey continued. 
But this was not all. 
It was while 
crossing the broadest ocean th at the 
g reatest suffering was endured. 
An­ 
tonio de P igafetta, the historian 
of 
the expedition, describes their suf­ 
ferings as follows: 
“ We were three 
m onths and tw enty days without get­ 
ting any kind of fresh food. 
We ate 
biscuits sw arm ing w ith worm s, for 
they had eaten the good. 
They stank 
strongly of rats. 
We drank yellow 
w ater that had been iputrid for many 
days. We also ate some ox-hides that 
covered the top of the m ainyard to 
prevent the yard from chaffing 
the 
shrouds, and which had become ex­ 
ceedingly hard because of sun, wind 
and rain. 
We 
left the ox-hides in 
the sea for four or five days and then 
placed them for a few minutes on the 
top of embers, and so ate them ; and 
often we 
ate 
saw dust from 
the 
boards. 
R ats were sold for one-half 
duca«io (ducat) each, a n d . even then 
we could not get them . 
But above 
ail other m isfortunes the 
following 
was the worst. 
The gum s of both 
the lower and upper 
teeth of some 
of the men swelled until they could 
not eat under any circum stances and 
therefore died. 
Nineteen men 
died 
from that sickness alone.M any other 
men died and 
but 
few 
remained 
well”. 
This patient suffering and endur­ 
ance was partly reward«?«! on March 
6, 1521, when they found three in­ 
habited and productive islands. They 
secured fresh w ater provisions but 
found 
the 
natives 
to 
be 
great 
thieves. 
Consequently the 
Island 
were 
called 
“Los Ladrones” (The 
Thieves) and they are now called the 
Mariana Islands and belong to 
the 
U, S. Guam, with the finest harbor 
in the world, Pago pago, is the larg­ 
est of this group. 


From the Ladrones, Magellan con­ 
tinued 
westward, 
looking for 
th«» 
“ land where s/pices grew ”. 
Pigafette 
writes: "A t dawn on Saturday March 
16, 1921, we came upon a high land 
at a distance of three hundred l**agu«*s 
from the island of the La«lrones 
an 
island named Zam al;" now Sam ar. 
They «lid not land in Sam ar but pro­ 
ceeded to the neighboring island of 
Humunu (Homonhon), an«l 
here on 
March 17. they lande«! to secure w ater 
and rest. 
March 17, being St. Iaizar- 
us* Day, Magellan named the islands 
Archifxdago de San Lazaro. 
Here, 
the Spanianls saw the first Filipinos. 
A fter about one week, the fleet con- 
thiu«le sailing between the island of 
I^*ytt» ami Dinag«>t until they reach- 
ed Limasawa. 
The 
well-cultivated 
fiehls aroused the adm iration of the 
Spaniards and th«* hospitality of the 
people at once put them at r«»st. Here 
the first Mass was celebrate«! in th«» 
Philippine Islands on Sunday 
morn­ 
ing, March 31, ami it was attend«»«] 
by the local chief and 
his brother, 
chief of Butuan. 
Magellan to«>k bis 
opportunity to

with two chieftains.

For the benefit of members 
who 
were unable to attend recent meeting* 
held over the territory we are taking 
this opportunity to advise, in a brief 
way, the present situation; results ac­ 
complished 
by the 
association 
and 
the things on which we are working. 
Sunflower seed as you know is not 
a necessity in the same sense of the 
word as cotton, corn and wheat; but 
by handling through a central selling 
agency we believe that a larger por­ 
tion of the 1920 sunflower crop has 
been sold than of any of the staple 
crops in this territory. 
About one- 
third of the holdings of the associa­ 
tion having been 
moved to date at a 
price which we believe will give the 
growers a larger net return per acre 
than has been realised from either 
cotton, corn or wheat. Sunflower seed 
at from two to two aQd one-half dol­ 
lars per hundred means a gross return 
of from twelve to eighteen dollars 
per acre. 
Some members 
have stated 
that 
they could have sold their crop if it 
had not been pooled; this is no doubt 
true, due to the fact that all other 
seed was pooled but if the entire 3,- 
000,000, lbs. in the association had 
been offered on the same market do 
you honestly believe it could 
have 
been sold at any price—furthermore if 
your crop had not been pooled would 
you have sold or would you have not 
probably held a little while for a bet­ 
ter price as was done with wheat and 
corn. 
When you needed money you 
would have had to sell at any price 
as you know the banks were not loan­ 
ing money while by having the seed 
pooled in bonded warehouses you were 
able to borrow on it and still own it 
—in other words you were able 
to 
secure credit thru 
your 
association 
that was not available in any other 
way. 
We don’t know what will be done 
with the surplus of approximately 9,- 
000,000 bales of cotton now in 
the 
country, but we have 
developed 
a 
market for every pound of our sur­ 
plus 
sunflower 
seed. 
The 
cotton 
seed mills have offered us a contract, 
and the linseed oil manufacturers are 
interested in purchasing not only the 
1920 surplus but the entire 1921 pro­ 
duction, 
whatever 
it may be at 
a 
price based on the value of linseed 
oil. 
The offer of course depends on 
their ability to buy through the asso­ 
ciation in large quantities. The con­ 
tract offered by the oil mills has not 
been accepted for the reason 
that 
the price of linseed oil is increasing 
daily and 150 members who attend­ 
ed the recent meetings voted unanim­ 
ously to hold, believing by the time 
lower freight rates are in effect that 
the oil price will have advanced to a 
figure that will give us very satisfac­ 
tory returns on all seed on hands. 
Your association has supported the 
protective 
tariff 
on vegetable 
oils 
and the emergency tariff which has 
just been passed carried an item of 
20c a gallon; furthermore we 
have 
every assurance that sunflower seed 
and sunflower oil will be included 
in 
the permanent tariff in time to pro­ 
tect our 1921 crop on a basis of 2c a 
pound for seed and 20c a gallon for 
the oil. 
The m atter of decrease in freight 
rates on sunflower seed has taken up 
a considerable amount of time 
but 
we now have assurance from the traf­ 
fic officials 
of 
interested railroads 
that they are willing to give us 
a 


more reasonable rat«, and within the 
next 30 oi 00 days we expect to have 
the same rate in effect on sunflower 
seed as we now have on cotton seed 
which will mean a saving of 20 to 
50 cents per hundred lbs. as compar­ 
ed with present rates; in other words 
we expect the saving on freright alone 
on the balance on this one crop to 
more than pay the cost of your as­ 
sociation to say nothing of the in­ 
creased price due to the tariff and the 
fact that all competition as between 
the individual grower has been elim­ 
inated. 
Sam C. Sharp, who was recently in­ 
troduced for the position of assistant 
manager and bookkeeper, to the mem­ 
bers attending the 
sunflower meet­ 
ings, will not be with us ami we have 
decided that a new position will not 
be crtatid at this time. 
Won’t you please read this letter 
again carefully, be sure that 
you 
understand every part of it and 
if 
you have any criticism or suggestions 
to make, same will be gratefully ac­ 
cepted by your 
Board 
of Directors 
and Manager, as we are here to serve 
the best interests of every member of 
the association to the very best 
of

Carolina finally ceded this ter­ 
ritory to the United States. By 
1796 the population had 
in­ 
creased to over 60,000, so Ten­ 
nessee was admitted as the six­ 
teenth state of the Union. 
At the outbreak of the Civil 
war, Tennessee joined the Con­ 
federacy. 
In I860, when the 
state was readmitted to the Un­ 
ion, there was much disorder 
during the reconstruction period. 
Tills led to the formation of the 
Ku Kiux Klan, the Influence of 
which quickly spread through­ 
out the Southern states. 
Thla 
secret organisation took into 
its own hands the suppres­ 
sion of crime and the admin­ 
istration of justice. 
Tennessee 
contains 
42,022 
square miles, and la sometimes 
called the Volunteer state. 
It 
is named after its principal riv­ 
er, which is a Cherokee word 
meaning “Crooked River” or 
“bend In the river.”
